Mouzon, the central point of interest, is a
town of 2500 inhabitante; on the right or enst
bank of the Meuse, ® miles 8. E. of Bedan and 8
miles N. W. of Montmedy, which last-named
place, it will be remembered, is 25 miles due
north of Verdun, Mouzon is about 30 miles W.
N. W. of Verdun, and {8 within 10 miles of the
Belgian frontier, and about 4 miles from the
railrond ronning in a 8. E. direction from
Mezieres to Montmedy and Thionville.,

Mezleres is 47 miles northeast of Rheims and
30 miles northweast of Montmedy. Bedan is 11
miles E. 8. E. of Mezieres. Reihel is 23 miles
southwest of Mezieres and 24'miles northwest of
Rhelms, being sltuated directly on a line be-
tween these two citles, which are connected by

rallroad. From Rethel to Verdun the distance

A FLASH OF LIGHTNING,

Lt Feeln—A YVacht Struck with Electrlelt
Shgt: -—’fﬁ'lad Plece ofaucﬂnno-. Py

A yachting correspondent of the New York
Evening Post gives the following 'eéxperience of
a lightning stroke:—

We were comfortable, head to the wind, the
first fury over, nothing worse to blow, and the
anchor true to its holding. It might rain a
deluge, but we were quite at home with water
in any amount. But suddenly there came a
crash as of ten thousand binds fired at
once, or rather a crash that no words ean de-
scribe, with a blinding daze, as if we were enve-
loped in o geething furnnce. To the curious in
such matters we can only say that nothing but
n personal experience could glve any idea of the
sensation. he order of  subsequent
impressions was as follows:—A  recoy-
ery of sense suflicient to know I was still
alive and unhurt, with the conviction that If it
had been otherwise there wonld have been no
consciousness of wht hadk ed; an anxiety
for companions and tejmclnE that no one of
them wns hurt; a feeling as thongh the atmos-
phere was full of vapor or smoke; a very strong,
almost snﬂmunﬁ odor of ozone, which soon
penetrated and fled the cabin, that which is
generally termed erm%eow & sulphurous
smell; and, lastly, the full conscionsness that
lightning had etfuck very near us; as one was

WasmseToN, Aug, 30.—In several instances
recently, sureties on bonds of distillers who
have suspended business, have applied to tho
Internal Revenue Department for cancellation
of their bonds, on the ground that the same
constituted a lien upon their property and pre-
vented its sale. Actling Commissioner Douglass
rules that such bonds do not econstitute’ liens
until made 8o by attachment and judgment, and
then oniy for the amount of the judgmeut ren-
dered, and not for the full amount of theg bond.
Also, that bona jide purchasars of property,
before attachment and judgment, cannot be dis-
turbed in their titles. :
